COMSTOCK MINES. 


[From the Gold Hill Nowa.] 


The grand feature of the mining 


situation for the week has been the 
cross cutting of the new ore body iu 
the Sierra Nevada at a point 140 feet 
below tlit) point at which the quartz 
and ore wus first struck. The cross- 
cut had penetrated the quartz but a 
very few feet before the ore showed 
improvement, and by tho time a dis 
tanco of ten feet was penetrated 
almost the entire face of the drift 
was in nch ore. Twelve feet in the 
average assays ranged from SJ400 to 
$600 par ton, an average of rive assays 
showing SC10.

The State of Nevada has a compul- 


sory school law winch provides tbut 
parents and guardians of children be- 
tween the ages of eight and fourteen 
•hall send them to school, either pub- 
lie or private, for at least sixteen 
weeks in eaoh school year, unless the 
bodily or mental condition of the 
children aball offer a valid excuse. 
It is also provided that in the case of 
children living more th^n two miles 
from school, or in the case of public 
aohoolnot being taught m the district 
for a term of sixteen weeks, the law 
shall not take effect. The penalty 
far violation is a fine of not more 
than $100, to be doubled for each 
repetition of tbe 
offense. While 


these provisions are still in force 
many of them are violated with im 
pnnity, and we notice no particulai 
disposition on the part of tha propei 
officers to enforce them. The law in 
every part should be strictly enforced
